Lot tlint time be length- 
euod to a century, and lot the two 
briinches of the Anglo'SaxoQ race now 
occupying this coiitiuout as separate 
imtiuiis enjoy during tliat period uuro- 
slricti'd eoiDincrciiil iiilcrcoursc with each 
other, and ut the cioso " they will present 
a ppectiiclc of commercial grandeur such 
as h'Ai nut been witDosscd sioce the cre> 
ation of luuti." 



We can ieasiiy understabii iiVn^ a ^<tel«>n 
might think ,tbat ^njiesation kto the 
United S»atWfrbnld'_bel;ter tl^e ''cbnaitm 
of this Colony commercially— for i the 
present; at least>r-ratlier than Oonfedera- 
tioai'wiib the Dominion of Canada ; and 
vronld readily accord honest iniieiitions to 
those who might ^'"0 expression to snch 
sentiments ; and so far as our contempor^ 
ary Las advocated annexation on sach 
grounds wo have no disposition to censuro 
or find fault. Ills opinion may bo honest ; 
but it certainly is to bo regretted that a 
colonial man, publishing a colonial paper, 
should so far Ktullify hiiiisolf, and strive to 
degrade the character and intulligunce of 
his countrymen, by publishing and en- 
dorsing^ such senliraoiits as ai>pearcd in 
the Morning Ni'ics of Suudny last, eiium- 
ating from tiio Wnshingloii StandarU and 
S'.in Francisco Bulletin, when ho knew 
full well that their origin and design were 
slaoderons without mitigation. It will 
require somethiag more than mere asper- 
sire epithets, sach as "broken down 
party-hacks," and " Cannok," to convince 
the colonists that Canadian statesmen 
possess less political honesty or, legisla- 
tive acumen than do the politicians of 
the TJnited States : or the Bulletin's 
ignorance of " Canadian cloth, Canadian 
calico, and Canadian boots," to make 
Canadians believe that those articles are 
not produced in the provinces as cheaply 
and of as good qualfty as they are in the 
United States. Such slurs, wo think, 
will hardly convince the pcojilc 
of this Colony that their political and 
commercial salvation lies alone in aiinexa- 
tiou ; and the "protection taritf" buijbear, 
with which an attempt is made to 
frighten us, is simply an cbniition of the 
high tariff mania which so alllicts the pub- 
lic mind of the United States, a relic of 
nuwiso legislation which English aiul 
Colonial statesmen have long since es- 
chewed as belonging to an iininlightened 
agCi and' fitted only for a selfish and un- 
generous people. That Lord Moiick 1ms 
said — "the Confederation of British Col- 
nmbia with Canada is impracticabla,.fur 
some yenrs at least/' we do not believe ; 
bat, on the contrary, have strong reasons 
for believing that it will be accomplished 
within a year. As to the immediate bene- 
fits accruing therefrom, we think thdt'to 
any intelligent Republican it is quite 8ufB'> 
eientto mention the change which would 
be made in our mode of govej^mcnt to 
satisfy him that th'a't' alo'iie 'would'be a 
great advantage over our present ' state. ; 
and that even if we should be compelled 
to wait for "rc'.'i[)ro2ity" until .'^onie more 
liberal and enlightened "politiciil i)aity 
may come into power" in the United Stales, 
our trade can only remain as it is ; nur 
can it involve ui any way the neeessiiy of 
sending "lumber, coal, and fish'' round 
the Horn to Canada, when there are so 
many needy markets much more acees- 
siblo. We believe, however, that we 
shall not require tlie longevity suggested 
by the Bulletin in order to enjoy tho ben- 
e6t8 of reciprocity ; for it is well known 
that the Amerioau pco[)lo are more 
anxious for the renewal of that treaty — 
BO unwisely, on their part, abrogated — 
than are the Canadians, the latter haying 
seen that its repeal has largely induced 
the development of their natural and 
industrial resources. Yet, if the Do- 
minioa Government are satisfied that 
this portion of the Empire would be 
especially benefitted by i;eciprocity with 
the United Stales they would accede to 
niiy reasonable demand on the part of tin; 
latter to insure it for this Colony, AVe 
regret to sec such a hostile spirit matii'- 
fested on the part of llie American people 
toward the new I'liiipire. No opposition 
on tlieir part can now prcvcn t its eoiisiim- 
mation or impair its efficiency. The tliiii^r 
is done ; the decree has gone forth that 
tho Dominion of Canada sliiiU extend 
from oceiui to ocean, dividing the con- 
tinent between a people of one common 
origin, speaking the same tongue, and 
whose manifest interest it is to live to- 
gether in peace. Id another centary this 
continent will ontVreigh ih importance the 
whole of Europe, '"with' its burden of em- 
pires." To each of these two American 
nations concord becomes a necessity, and 
there is nothing so well calculated to in- 
sore and perpetuate tbat^ concord as free 
trade and. free Interconrse with' each other. 
Free^trade is faityhealiog ;tboV differences 
between European nations — differences 
which have involved Iiaiglund in many a 
bloody Htrnggle. So, too, it is manifestly 
better that wo should trade with our 
American neighbors than to light with 
them. By tho iiUerchange of our respect- 
ive productions both would bo enriched ; 
but hostility produces only a loss of treas- 
ore and blood. Wo have now had fifty
